From this year’s report it should be 
apparent that considerable efforts are being made to maintain 
the initiative in many different fields. What of Toc H in the 
Branches and Areas? Is there any degree of initiative 
apparent there too? Naturally conditions vary from one Area 
to another, but there are plenty of signs of an up-and-coming 
spirit. One hears of Area Festivals where the whole spirit 
has been something unknown since the days before the war, 
one goes into Areas where the ‘whiff’ of extension in the air 
is everywhere about. Even the Central Council itself is 
acquiring a new and younger look! 


What of our numerical strength? Some members will 
never be happy until they feel themselves to be part of a 
society that is growing numerically. Numbers matter indeed, 
but far more important still is morale, unshakeable faith, and 
a genuine desire to be used in God's service. In striving after 
these things the numbers will take care of themselves. The 
story of Gideon in the Book of Judges puts us right about 
that. Thirty-two thousand Israelites, divided amongst them- 
selves and panicking, were a hopeless proposition. Even when 
weeded down to ten thousand they were not dependable, but 
when Gideon had reduced them to only three hundred fear- 
less and dedicated men, then they marched out and made 
history.

They know what it is to struggle, year after 
year, trying everything with no apparent success. hanging on 
grimly, often despairingly. Then, for no apparent reason, 
everything changes, the tide turns, the spirit bears them alon 
and little miracles occur. Area staff know what it is to slog 
оп. year after year, often wondering at the unfairness of so little 
visible reward for so much hard effort. Then, in the fullness 
of time, the tide suddenly turns about and ew enterprises 
spring up here and there as if by magic. Faith and hope do 
nol go unrewarded. 


There is, indeed, a time to plant and a time to pluck, but 
it is the time to plant that most calls for pluck! 


At times we may feel tired, discouraged, and repeat the 
Toc H prayer every week with scarcely any conviction about 
it. We may upbraid our fellow men for their lack of response, 
like our Lord's playful description of the children in the 
market place, "We piped to you, and you have not danced." 
Whether people will dance or not does not depend chiefly on 
us, What we have to see to is that by God's help and with 
faithful practice we go on playing a bright tune and a brave 
one. 

The brave faith of the Upper Room of Talbot House was 
the reason why there was a notice in the hall downstairs which 
pointed firmly back to the front door and said *To Pessimists i 
— Way Out!" 

"Way Out!” for the pessimists. “Weigh In!” for men of 
good heart whose trust in God is unconditional and who are 
utterly content to confide in the fullness of His purpose for

The Family at Ноте 


YW HOSE OF US who have dipped into the recently- 
Ji. published memoirs of some of our wartime com- 
manders will be familiar with the term “balanced”. No force, 
we are told, is fit for action unless it is balanced, whatever 
its size may be. We might well apply this test to Toc H and 
ask if it is balanced, or if not, what we intend to do about it. 

To consider the situation we need to know the objective 
and our own state of training, communications, strength, 
morale. 

During 1958 the Central Executive did a great deal to 
define the object of our attack. The “Keynotes” operation 
for 1959/60 has been launched and Branches have been told 
of twelve essentially practical “Keynote Projects”, matters 
which are of nation-wide importance and yet each of which is 
capable of being scaled down to Branch size. The booklet 
Keynotes for Keymen has been welcomed with satisfaction 
by members who like to feel that the Movement has a sense 
of direction. What we had not expected was the admiration 
jt evoked from other Societies and Church leaders. We must 
see that our works are as good as our words. 

Our state of training could still be improved, but we are 
seeing what can be done about it. The Keynote operation, 
including the fifteen planned Keynote Conferences, will do 
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much; but something more even than this is needed. А move- 
ment of our size needs its own permanent leadership training 
centre so that Branches may develop the practice of sending 
their young men to it for rooting and grounding in the basic 
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км. tice of Toc H. The Central Exeeuti,

that could be desired. Experiments are being conducteq in 
the use of Area and District machinery, and the use we make 
of our weekly Branch meetings 15 coming under wide examina. 
tion. During the year a great deal of hard work has som 
towards bringing Toc H Headquarters onto Tower Hin 
alongside All Hallows and the many other Toc H activities on 
the Hill. Our Marks, too, are a vital part of the System, and 
whereas in the past we have had to content ourselves with a 
defensive policy of make-do and mend with our old buildings.

we have now, for the first time ever, launched à campaign to 
build a brand new Mark of our own design. 

АП that—and much more—has been initiated centrally, and 
we have yet been able to lend Alec Churcher to Toc H in 
Africa for the greater part of the year. for a teaching /training 
mission. 

The Branches,— The number of Branches at the end of the 
year was 967, compared with 976 the year before. There were 
58 groups compared with 70 in 1957. 

The Membership.—The number of registered members at 
the end of the year was 16,031, compared with 16,490 for the 
previous year. 

Joint Units.—The process of acquiring experience of Joint 
Units of men and women continues quietly and steadily. We 
have recognized that it will take several years to show 
whether Joint units would be a passing phase or whether they 
had come to stay. The number of Branches has risen from 
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four to six, and the number of groups has dropped from five 
to four. Two of the Branches have now been going steadily 
and successfully for two years. 

During the year three Joint District Teams were recognized 
and are reported to have made a satisfactory beginning. 

Organization.—Following suggestions that too much time 
and energy is used up on committee work at various levels 
three Area Executives—Lakeland, Sussex, and West Midlands 
—have agreed to ‘abolish’ themselves for an experimental 
period, and to delegate their executive responsibilities to the 
District Teams. There will still be provision for a small Area 
Team to exercise general leadership and co-ordination of 
Area activities. We thank these three Areas for their willing- 
ness to participate in an experiment which may be of great 
significance. 

The Schools.—The number of affiliated schools rose by 19 
to 222 during the year. Headquarters visits were made to 29 
of them. During ALEC CHuncHER'S long absence in Africa 
the schools work was most capably maintained by Lt.-Col. 
W. К. ELLIOT as acting Hon. Schools Secretary and by 
KENNETH PRIDEAUX-BRUNE as Hon. Assistant Secretary. So 
well have they performed that they have been asked to remain 
in charge of our Schools department. We take this oppor- 
tunity of thanking ALEC for the immense labour he has put 
into the rebuilding of our Schools connection since the war. 
Few members can appreciate how hard it has been, and how 
often unsupported. In his new assignment as Secretary for 
Service and Training he will be working in close collabora- 
tion with the work of the Schools Department. 

For Christmas 1958 our affiliated schools sent 247 parcels 
to homeless boys in Borstal. The successful innovation last 
Easter of having twelve schoolboys helping for three days in 
Boys’ Clubs in London leads us to hope that more boys will 
take up this work for longer periods in future. Over twenty 
boys are known to have helped in various summer camps.

Every Mark in the country plays its part in accommodating 
men from overseas, including coloured folk from al] Parts of 
the world. 

Appeals are out in Manchester for major alterations to 
Mark IV, and in Liverpool for major repairs to Gladstone 
House. In both places the Toc H Areas are giving full support. 
In Hackney the encouraging progress in the £40,000 Appeal 
for a new Mark Ш owes everything to the inspired persistence 
of COLIN CAMPBELL, on loan to us from Toc Н Development 
Appeal. He has received full backing from all quarters, 
including Eastern London Area. 

Two of the everlasting problems in Mark life are marriage 
and dry rot. We have done a lot about catching up with the 
second problem, but tbe first is always catching up with us. e 
Our best men are for ever being promoted to bridegroom and 
it says much that in spite of the frequent changes in leader- 
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* Our beat men are forever being promoted fo bridegroom ... 
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ship, and sometimes severe slumps in consequence, the Marks 
generally retain a high quality of life and purpose. This is 
always morc likely in those Marks which are fortunate enough 
to have part-time Padres, or honorary Mark Padres who pay 
regular visits. Especially do we thank Padre NoRMAN SMALL 
who has only recently ceased to be Hon. Resident Padre in 
Mark 1 after twelve-and-a-half years in Mark VII and Mark I. 

Proposed Transfer of Headquarters.— Тһе Central Execu- 
tive has been energetically carrying on with negotiations for the 
acquisition of a building on Tower Hill for the transfer of 
Toc H Headquarters from Westminster. The Central Council 
was specially summoned in October and gave its approval to 
these negotiations. AL the time of writing it cannot be said 
with certainty what the outcome will be, but we know it to be 
the hope of members and friends of Toc H in all parts of the 
world that we may yet be able to fulfil the Founder Padre's 
dream of seeing Headquarters on the Hill. 

Staff.—During the year we mourned the loss of STUART 
GREENACRE, one of our first and greatest Area Secretaries, who 
joined the staff as a young man and served it for twenty- 
seven years until the day that he died—as he would have 
wished—in harness. We shall miss too, the fine work of Padre 
Тонм JoNES (М. Wales) who has been obliged by ill-health 
to resign. Padre Davip HARDING (S. W. Area) is returning to 
the Baptist Ministry after two years on the staff, and we wish 
him well in his new pastorate. Ш health has obliged T. L. 
CAMERON to give up his successful work as part-time Pilot 
(East London), and we welcome E. С. PITKIN as his successor. 

We also welcome to the staff G. S. Regis whom we hope 
to have for a two-year attachment before he seeks ordination 
in the Congregational Church and W. T. Tostas, and we are 
glad to enlist the part-time services of the following Mark 
Padres—Canon С. C. C. Pepys (Gladstone House, Liverpool), 
the Rev. М. D. Stacey (Mark VI, Birmingham). 

Several Areas are now without staff and we look to the 
Branches to provide us with some of their young men for staff 
training. We need them now to take their place in the 
splendid tradition of men like Stuart Greenacre. 

We acknowledge our debt to the growing number of 
Honorary Area and Divisional Correspondents, whose 
devoted spare-time service keeps the lines of communication 
open. They hold the fort in Areas without staff and in other 
Areas liberate the staff for wider activities.

The Women's Association.—During the year Miss МАСЕЈЕ,

The ever growing co-operation with the Women's Associa- 
tion is typified by the increase in the number of Area Joint 
Advisory Committees. There are now thirteen J.A.C.s (the 
five London Areas having one overall J.A.C.), leaving eleven 
Areas without them. 


Builders and Donors.— The total of 5,940 Builders raises 
last year's record by 701, and the income received, £10,836, 
is an increase of £800. In the last ten years the number of 
our Builders has increased by 67 per cent and the revenue 
by 46 per cent. Note should be made of the remarkable 
recruiting of Builders by the Women’s Association— 1,187

in two years, and by SYDNEY SwaIn—686 in two-and-a-half 
years. When these two sources have been so quick to make 
use of their opportunities is it not regrettable that the rest 
of the Movement is so slow to put the goodwill of friends 
and former members to work? 

We must impress on Branches that private individuals and 
firms are getting more and more case-hardened to printed 
appeal letters. Much that reaches them through the letter box 
goes straight into the wastepaper basket. Any approach that 
is based on personal friendship and personal experience of 
the work that Toc H does is far more likely to succeed and 
that is something that Branches can develop far more easily 
than Headquarters. 

There was no large exceptional effort such as a B.B.C 
Appeal during the year. But the general level of income from 
donations was well maintained. We are especially grateful 
to those donors to previous B.B.C. Appeals who, in response 
to Sir WILLIAM HaMiLTON-FyrE'S and BaRCLAY BARON'S 
follow-up letters, contributed £2,839.

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The Services 


Е* SEVERAL YEARS now we have reported that the 
steady diminution of our remaining Services 
funds could only be accompanied by a scaling-down of our 
Services work. This is a situation which confronts not only 
ourselves but also our friends of the other voluntary bodies 


who, with us, comprise the Council of Voluntary Welfare 
Work. 


Our difficulties seem to have been increased by the pre- 
valence in some official circles of two myths. The first myth 
is the belief that the C.V.W.W. bodies made vast profits 
during the war and that they still have large funds tucked 
away; the second is that we have only to appeal to the public 
and all the money we require will be showered upon us. The 
first myth seems at last to be disappearing. As for the second 
the plain truth is that the general public is no longer greatly 
concerned about supporting Services Welfare. The civilian 
now regards Service life as a well-paid job and will do so 
increasingly as National Service draws to an end. Industrial 
firms who backed us all so well in wartime now prefer to give 
their money to new universities, technical scholarships and 
the like. 


During the year a personal appeal on behalf of Toc H 
Services work, signed by two of Britain's greatest soldiers, 
Field Marshals LORD ALANBROOKE and Lorp HARDING, was 
sent out to some 1,250 firms and individuals. That so dis- 
tinguished an appeal should bring in no more than £600, little 
of it renewable in future years, is a sign of the times. 


Thanks to the strenuous efforts of C. V. W.W. it is yet to be 
hoped that an increase іп the present 814 per cent Treasury 
grant towards deficit in B.A.O.R. may yet be made before it 
is too late to prevent our withdrawal from Germany where 
our four Clubs are doing valued work. 


We thank ‘Вов’ PRESTON, our Commissioner in B.A.O.R. 
and his staff, for the long hours and the heavy work they put 
up with in their effort to keep the job going. During the 
year Miss EILEEN ALLEYNE, Miss RITA Barry, Miss Е. М.

These then are the bare facts and simple figures about the 
year’s work, which it is our duty to report to the Central 
Ceuacl, and through the Council to the Movement. Mem- 
bers will decide, each according to his temperament, how they 
arg to be interpreted and what should be done about them. 
Tæ H is a Movement of the spirit. The quality of the work Ы 
ха do in Toc H—and so the vigour of the Movement—is the 
fcit of the spirit that moves in each one of us.

We are grateful for this summary. 


The main reason for the improvement in the financial 
position in 1958 is a reduction of £3,582 in expenditure. Total 
income from all sources (excluding Marks surplus) fell by 
£1,119 of which details are given overleaf. There is much to 
be thankful for. The great improvement in the income from 
the Membership at Home made in 1957 has been consolidated, 
whilst income from Toc H Builders and interest on Investments 
has increased. Donations, which in 1957 included the result of 
the B.B.C. appeal £2,713, are down by 22.666. The follow- 
ing is a summary of income for the two years: —

The Marks have improved upon their efforts in 1957. The 
surplus of £2,161 has been credited direct to the Repairs 
Equalization Account to meet the specially heavy expenditure 
on repairs to buildings and equipment during the year. Some 
members will wonder why we do not show these repairs in 
the Marks Account and have done with it. The теазоп is 
that the Finance. Committee sets an annual charge, which 
in recent years has been fixed at £8,500, based on normal 

і expenditure over а period of years. This sum has to be found 
out of the Marks income on the understanding that any 
surplus earned thereafter should be used on improvements 
to buildings or equipment. The Finance Committee ip 
addition allocated £1,500 during the year out of general 
donations for maintenance of Mark properties. The expendi- 
ture and way of meeting it is shown in the Repairs Equaliza- 
tion account. We are faced with particularly heavy expendi- 
ture for work which was started but not completed in 1958 
on Mark ТУ Manchester and Gladstone House, Liverpool, 
and appeals to meet the cost are being made by Toc H teams 
in these cities. " 


| Тос Н Development Appeal. We have decided to use the 
t net proceeds of this appeal for special purposes in future

| In previous years we have taken into account income earned

Sheet the net proceeds actually received during the accounting 
period. We remain indebted to this team for its substantial 
help; two of its members, Jean Perry and Colin Campbell 
have been seconded for special moneyraising work for Toc H 
and Toc H Women’s Association, and we look forward to a 
successful outcome of their efforts. 


Legacies. We have again credited “below the line” all 
legacies received during the year showing thereafter а net 
surplus from all sources of £1,232. 

Staff Pension Scheme. Toc H Staff have been accepted as 
members of the Social Workers’ Pension Fund which is 
specially designed to help men and women employed in social 
service or allied work. 

Overseas work. During 1958 there were no major appoint- 
ments or replacements of Staff Overseas which involved 
travelling costs. This accounts for the reduction in expendi- 
ture compared with 1957 when a number of such appointments 
involving considerable travelling expense were made. 

Toc H Builders Subscriptions and Donations. We are 
deeply aware of the very real debt we owe to all our friends 
who support Toc H by direct gifts to the Family Purse. May 
we again say as last year that we know of and are thankful 
for the help of many more friends who support the work of 
Тос H Branches both by their personal services and by their 
gifts. 

Services work. The net cost of our work during the year 
was £7,910. Тће Fund now stands at £8.853. We launched 
an appeal for Services work during the year but we shared 
the experience common to all voluntary organizations engaged 
in welfare work for the Services, that the real value of this 
work for the Serviceman, particularly overseas, is not 
appreciated by the general public in peace time. nor do people 
realize the heavy cost which voluntary organizations incur 
annually in maintaining this work. 

As a direct result of this lack of support we have been 
obliged to curtail our activities and further reductions in 
expenditure may be forced upon us. The quality and value of 
the work done remains high and has been referred to elsewhere. 

It has long been the fashion for pessimism in Treasurers 
of voluntary societies to be commended as showing a proper 
sense of responsibility. 

Facts force us out of fashion.
